The Rev. Dr. Ludwig C. Morten - 
sen, of Gettysburg, preached the 
sermon at the community service at 
the Gettysburg Methodist Episcopal 
church, Sunday evening, using the 
theme “Launch Out,” from a text 
taken from Luke 5:4. 
The Rev. Dr. Mortensen's sermon 
follows J 
The shores of this lake may be 
called the background, the play­ 
ground, the workground of Jesus. Hie 
shore of the lak* was the scene of 
many Interesting events In the life 
and activities of our Lord. 
"We find Him on this occasion In 
the midst of a throng longing for 
salvation. It was a crowd hunger­ 
ing for the words of life, for the 
peace of soul that their own religion 
could not give, 
As eager as the 
multitude was to hear, even more so 
was He to tell Hts mission. To guide 
them and proclaim to them the 
eternal truths. 
Gives Command to Peter 
"He felt He could .speak to them 
to better advantage by entering into 
a boat. He entered one that was on 
the shore belonging to Peter and 
requested him to push out a little. 
His discourse finished, though we do 
not know what he said, he spoke to 
Peter and his followers: 
Launch 
out.’ These Words came to tired, 
hungry, cold and discouraged men 
who had tolled all night and not 
even earned a few pennies to buy 
bread. 
“The words ‘launch out’ may have 
various meanings. 
It comes to us 
as it did to Peter, but it may be to 
launch out in our religious life. 
“Tile business man launches out, 
makes a success of It. Is called a 
genius.

Upheld Principles 
“For the past 90 years,” he said, 
“through good times and bad, men 
have upheld Odd Fellowship. 
For 
the past four or five years men have 
trusted their hopes to others and 
they have crumbled but here for 90 
years we have upheld our prin­ 
ciples. Too often organizations have 
dwindled becau,1" members did not 
adhere to their principles." 
The speaker said that “Odd Fel­ 
lowship has always stood for friend­ 
ship” and cited the Carpenter of 
Nazareth as the greatest Odd Fel­ 
low. 
Morris W. Stansbury then gave an 
interesting resume of the history of 
the local lodge through its 90 years 
of existence. 
He compiled his In­ 
formation from “Odd Fellowship; 
Its History and Manual,” by Theo­ 
dor. a. Ross, sovereign gram! lodge 
secretary and published In 1888. 
Mr. Stansbury said in part as fol­ 
lows: 
Early H istory 
“We are met this evening pri­ 
marily for the purpose of cele­ 
brating the ninetieth anniversary of 
Gettys lodge, No. 124. 
But before 
taking up a short resume of Its his­ 
tory let us look at the history of 
the order. 
“The Order of Odd Fellows orig­ 
inated In England in the eighteenth 
century. In the early part of that 
century the celebrated Daniel De 
Foe mentions the Society of Odd 
Fellows, and in The Gentlemen* 
Magazine,’ 1745, the Odd Fellows’ 
lodge Is mentioned as ‘a place wive re 
very pleasant and recreative eve­ 
nings are spent.’ Tile poet, James 
Montgomery, in 1788, wrote a song 
for a body of Odd Fellows. 
The 
Odd Fellows’ Keepsake states that 
the early English lodges were sup­ 
ported and their members relieved 
by each member and visitor paying 
a penny on entering the lodge. 
“This, in my opinion, wa* the be­ 
ginning of the custom of passing the 
charity box 
in our subordinate 
lodges. 
"From other sources It Is known 
that the 
lodges were originally 
formed by workingmen for social 
purposes, and for giving the breth­ 
ren aid and assisting them to ob­ 
tain employment when out af work. 
When a brother cixiid not obtain 
work la* wax given a card and funds 
! enough to carry him to the next 
lodge, ami if unsuccessful there, 
that lodge facilitated his farrier 
progress th the same way. Where 
he found employment, there he de­ 
posited his card. 
No Early Ritual 
“At first there wa* little or no 
ritual and no formal method of con­ 
ducting th#* business of the lodge. 
In the early days of the order, after 
the business was conducted, con­ 
viviality and good fellowship became 
the order of the night and tlx* 
brethren, pip#' In hand, made the 
welkin ring with the melody of 
song. Such is the brief history of 
the original Odd Fellows in Eng­ 
land.

I 
N everything in life to which we give, we leave forever something of 
ourselves. Even the material things, which we love, appear to us to 
have absorbed a fine part of us. even as a painting, or other work of art 
is largely an expression of the life and feeling of its creator. 
We are forever held by attachments. 
I have just finished reading 
a famous novel by Arnold B ennett—"The Old Wives’ Tale.” It is a long 
story, and full of detail, but well worth reading. 
It is outstanding In 
many ways. When the book was finished I wanted to start all over and 
read it again. T hat’s the test of a good novel—to me. at least. 
In the story, the main character of Constance stands out true and 
bold. A type of woman wedded forever to attachments. She would live 
and die in the same place. 
Naturally she became narrow, unpracticed 
with life, and spent most of her time being unhappy and ill. T hat is the 
price one pays for not moving on and gathering as much of life as is 
possible to oneself. 
Life often moves very rapidly and the more experience we own the 
more able ive are to meet every change and adopt ourselves to its call. 
After Andrew Carnegie had gathered millions of dollars in wealth, 
and as life wore on, he suddenly was seized with the idea of dying poor. 
The attachment to his great wealth bothered him— Scotchman though he 
was! So he nobly resolved to dot libraries all over many countries. Thus 
he endeared his name to countless millions. 
It is a good idea to distribute our attachments, after we have come 
to realize how futile it is to own things forever, or so long as we live. 
I have a library that contains many books that were once owned and 
loved by others. And I hope that they will come to be as dear to others 
in the future as they have been to me. 
It is a happy thought that we have in knowing that whatever we 
become attached to, become also a part of us—and can never be quite 
removed from us. We are made up of attachments.
